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CROW’S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 


The MacLeod Gazette believes that 


it might be-better if the proposed rail- 
way through the Crow’s Nest Pass 
were built and controlled by the gov- 
ernment than by a private company, 
but ‘does not consider that such a 
thing is possible. If government 
ownership is better why is it not pos- 
sible? The government has built and 
now owns and cuntrols a very large rail- 
way mileage in Easiern Canada. Why 
the same cannot bedone in Western 


“as in Eastern Canada it is difficult to 


discover. It may be said that the 
government roads are not profitable to 
the government. Possibly not, but 
that they are more profitable to the 
country than the roads owned in the 
West by private corporations, a com- 
parison of the rates will prove. Give 
the West the rates the East gets cver 
the Intercolonial on like mileage and 
the greatest impediment to Western 
development woul€ be removed. In 
the case of the Crow’s Nest Pass road 
it isnot a question of the West bene 
fitting alone, and is therefore not a 
question of West against East. It isa 
question of the participation of the 
East in the growing business of an im- 
portant section of the West, as it can 
only participate if the Crow’s Nest 
Pass road is run for the purpose of giv- 
ing it that advantage. Unless the 
Crow’s Nest Pass road is built and 
operated under government control so 
as to ensure active competition it might 
almost as well never be built as far as 
the business interests of Eastern 
Canada are concerned. Certainly the 
difference between the advantage to be 
derived from government as compared 
with C. P. R. control is greater than 
the differencé in the comparative cost 
to the country between government and 
C. P. R. construction, unless the past 
record in this regard is broken. The 
public money and iands Canada or 
of the provinces have paid in full for 
every mile of road belonging to the C. 
P. R. in the West. The money raised 
on bonds has been used to buy up com- 
peting lines in the east, to build and 
buy lines in the Staves and to con- 
stitute the fortunes of the millionaire 
shareholders in this company whose 
total share capital was $6,000,000 with 
which to complete a’ $100,000,000 
enterprise. Canada has paid enough 
money for the building of lines through 
the United States—the Soo, and the 
Duluth and Lake Superior, to say no- 
thing of the interests of the sharehold 
ers of the C. P.R. inthe Great North- 
ern—without getting any return in the 
matter of control of rates. It is high 
time that the money and credit of the 
people of Canada were used for the 
development of Canada and not for the 
advantage of our competitors and rivals; 
for the people and not for the manu- 
facture of millionaires. The Gazette 
seems to hold that the correctness of 
the view taken by it is a foregone con- 
clusion. This view is not shared by 
the Toronto Globe or Telegram, Vic- 
toria Province, and many other papers, 
which are generally supposed to speak 
with knowledge on public questions. 
It is too bad that the Gazette, situated 
as it is, should be the first to gire up 
the claim for government control when 
other papers so far away are making 
such a good fight in the public interest, 
which is not less, but more, the interest 
of MacLeod and Southern Alberta. 
As to the question of the MacLeod 
town site, surely this is safer in the 
hands of the government than of the 
C. P.R., inall the light of past ex- 
perience. For ifthe railroad company 
is strong enough to compel the govern- 
ment to hand over to it several 
million dollars of a bonus and control 
of the pass,it is surely powerful enough 
to make its own terms regarding the 
town site of MacLeod. 


HON. J. ISRAEL TARTE. 

' The recent -visit of the minister of 

public works has placed the West 
generally, and { those parts which he 
specially visited particularly, in more 
direct touch with the government at 
Ottawa than ever before. Not so much 
because of the visit as the mguner of 
it. We have already been honored 
by visits of ministers of the crown, al- 
though they were not startlingly 
numerous; and even a premier did us 
the honor to pass through ihe country. 
But the visits of Hon. Mr. Daly were 
for the purpose of inspecting the work- 
ings of the government offices, and Sir 
Maskenzie Bowell came to see the In- 
dians on their reserves.

Tarte came to see the pecple, to place 
himself in touch with” them, to find 
out what was in their minds and to 


declare plainly the position of the gov- 
ernment on ceftain important matters. 


No trouble was too great within the 
time at his disposal and no personal 
inconvenience was considered if he 
could only place himself in direct com- 
munication with the people who consti- 
tute, and who are building, the country. 
And it is not too much to say that his 
course is appreciated by all. It was a 
recognition of the principle of popular 
could not 

self-govern- 


government which 
but be gratifying to a 
ing people. As an indication of the 
spirit in which the new government 
has assumed office, it was particularly 
pleasing to supporters of that gvern- 
ment. It showed that the charge of 
government meant a change in methods 
and the change that was most desired 
and most necessary for the well being 
of the country. The West certainly 
could “never hope to be really under- 
stood by any government at Ottawa 
unless the members of that govern- 
ment took the trouble and the means 
to arrive at an understanding of the 
West, its pzople and its interests. 

To discuss the personal aspect of the 
the case: Hon. Mr. Tarte was at once 
bne of the most important and at the 
same time by far the worst abused, 
member of the cabinet. He has been 
held up to public reprobation by the 
opposition press as all that was unclean 
and disreputable in politics. The im- 
pression wes spread broadcast that he 
was almost “uncanny” in his political 
personality. If enough mud is thrown 
some of it is bound to stick, and on 
that principle the opposition press 
acted, and no doubt with some effect. 
The only way by which Hon. Mr. 
Tarte could remove the impressions 80 
maliciously created in the minds of 
many of the people was by a personal 
visit. And there is ro doubt that 
his visit has removed those impressions. 
Instead of the individual painted in 
such diabolical shapes and colors by 
his opponents, the people of the West 
have meta man thorough!y in earnest, 
practical, full of energy, of the broad- 
est and most views, 
courageous, plain spoken. and yet ap- 
preciating to the greatest degree the 
responsibility of his high and honorable 
position and the duties which through 
it devolve upon him That he has 
his share of failings and faults may 
be admitted, but certainly few if any 
were apparent during his Western visit; 


statesmanlike 


and people judge of a man as they find 
him. As a sample of the new cabinet 
and its methods he has won golden 
opinions on behalf of himself and his 
colleagues, and strengthened their 
position very greatly. Of course in 
politics more than in any other line of 
life judgment is andshould ke given 
by results. We do not judge the new 
government until we see the result of 
their works, but certainly as far as 
Hon. Mr. Tarte’s visit is concerned 
there is only one opinion, and that is 
that they are taking their first steps 
correctly and in the direction that will 


lead to satisfaetory results.

MANITOBA SCHOOL SETTLE- 
MENT. 

The terms of the Manitoba school 
settlement were given to the Winni- 
peg and Torénto papers on Friday last. 
The following is the full text: 

1. Legislation shall be iatroduced 
and passed at-the next regular session 
of the legislatur+ of Man.toba embody- 

i ing the provisicns hereinafter set forth 
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in an amendment to the “ Public 


School Act,” for the purpose of settling 


the educational question that has been 
in dispuie in that province. 

2. Religious teaching to be conduct- 
ed as hereinafter provided: (1) If 
cuthorized by a resolution passed by the 
majority of school trustees, or (2) if a 
petition be preseated. the board of 
school trustees asking for religious 
teaching and signed by the parents or 
guardians of at least ten children at- 
tending the school in the case of rural 
school districts, or by parents or guard- 
ians of at least twenty-five children at- 
tending a school in a sity, town or 
village. 

3. Such religious teaching to take 
place between the hours of 3:30 and 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, and to be con- 
ducted ty any Christian clergyman 
whose charge includes any portion of 
the school district, or by any person 
duly authorized by such clergyman, or 
by a teacher when so authorized. 

4. Where s2 specified in such resolu- 
tion of trastees, or where so required by 
a petition of parents or guardians, re 
ligious teaching during the prescribed 
period may take place only on certain 
specified days of the week instead of 
every teaching day. 

5. In any school in towns and cities, 
where the average attendance cf Roman 
Catholic children is forty or upward, 
and in villages and rural districts where 
the average attendance of such child- 
ren is twenty five or upwards, the trus- 
tees shall, if required by a petition of 
parents or guardians of such number of 
Roman Catholic children, respectively 
employ at least one duly certiticated 
Roman Catholic teacher in such school. 
In any school in towns and cities where 
the average attendance of non-Roman 
Catholic children is forty or upwards, 
and in villages and rural districts 
where the average attendance of such 
children is twenty-five or upwards, the 
trustees shall, if required by the peti- 
tion of parents or guardians of such 
children, employ at least one duly certi- 
ficated non-Roman Catholic teacher. 

6. Where religious teaching is re 
quired to be carried on in any school 
in pursuance of the foregoing provisions, 
and there are Roman Catholic and non- 
Roman Catholic children attending the 
school, and the school room accommo- 
dation does not permit of the pupils be- 
ing placed in separate rooms for the 
purpose of religious teaching, provisions 
shall be mace by the reguiations of the 
department of education (whicb regula- 
tions the board of school trustees shall 
observe,) whereby the time allotted for 
religious teaching shall be divided in 
such a way that the religious teaching of 
Roman Catholic chiidren shall be carried 
on during the prescribed period of one- 
half of the teaching days in each 
month, and the religious teaching of 
the non-Catholic children may be 
carried on during the prescribed period 
on one half of the teaching days of 
each month. 

7. The department of education shall 
have the power to make regulations 
not inconsistent with the principle of 
this act and otherwise for the carrying 
into effect the provisions of this act. 

9. No separation of pupils by re- 
ligious denominations shall take place 
during the secular sc iool work. 


9. Where school accommodation at J 


the disposal of trustees permits, instead 
of allotting different days of the week 
to different denominations for the pur- 
pose of religious teaching, pupils may 
be separated when the hour for re- 
ligious teaching arrives, and placed in 
separated rooms. 

10. When ten of the pupils in any 
school speak the French or any 
language other than English, as their 
native language, the teaching of such 
pupils shall be conducted in French, or 
such cther language, and English by a 
bilingual system. 

11. No pupil to be permitted to be 
present at any religious teaching unless 
the parents or guardians of such pupils 
desire it. In case the parents or 
guardians do not desire the attendanc* 
of pupils during such religious teaching, 
then the pupils shall be dismissed be- 
fore the exercises, or shall remain in 
another room.

sTATE CONTROL CF THE PASS} 


Toronto World: ‘The Globe has 
torn a leaf out of Sir Oliver's notebook 
and is taking the Crow’s Nest Pass rail- 
way into its most serious consideration. 
Iiow it is weighing the pros and the 
cons, the ifs and the buts! Why aot 
come out straight for state control? If 
the papers would join in demanding a 
national railway through the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, with running privileges to 
ell roads on equal terms, it would do 
more for the solution of the transporta- 
tion problem than anything else. 


A BLACK EYE FOR GEOLOGY. 


Toronto Telegram : There are regions 
in this province. in which geology, with 
all the august authority of a fixed 
science, has declared “there is no gold!” 
But in these very regions untutored 
miners, ignorant of science, and led only 
by the lessons of rude experience or 
blind instinet, have located mines of 
the precious metal. Indeed, it would 
seem that recent mineral discoveries in 
Canada have given a very black eye to 
the learned countenance of geology. A 
science is only a generalization of par- 
ticular facts relating to any given sub- 
ject, and unless all the facts have been 
collected, itis quite impossible to lay 
down principles that shall be absolutely 
infallible. And recent discoveries of 
ores, in spite of the dicta of scientific 
experts, may,only go to show that there 
are conditions under which gold can be 
found, which up to date have not been 
encountered in the experience of 
geologists. Of course, it is rank heresy, 
but the remark might be hazarded that 
a young country like Canada may have 
too much of a science, even if the name 
of that science is geology.

Montreal Gazette: The stock-yards of 
the C. P. R. yesterday afternoon presented

ing beasts—although a little rough after 
having just come in from the ranges and a 
long reilroad journey handicapping tiem. 
But they were full of bone and muscle and 
looked horse all the way through, from the 
saip to the tail. This particular shipment 
seems destined for army work in the Old 
Country and will arrive at Utrecht in due 
course of time. Should the Dutch govern- 
ment decide to equip its cavalry and artillery 
with the sort of beast seen yesterday, and 
she only be able to get esough of them it 
would be the best mounted force in the 
world. For cavalry and artillery purposes 
there could be no denbt whatever that the 
present shipment are as near perfect as 
could be wished for.

The Edmonton municipal reform assccia- 
tion held a business meeting in Robertson 
Hall em Friday evening, the president WV. 
H. Cooper inthe chair. About 70 persons 
were present. The object of the association 
was explained by H. H. Robertson, and is 


eet forth in the constitution of the associa- | 


tion as follews: ‘'o ensure the property 
holders and ratepayers a fair, honest ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the town. To 
assist im any progressive movememt con- 
ducive to the welfare of the town and to 
encourage an interest in municipal affairs. 
To see that only the most capable men fill 
municipal offices regardless of politica, creed 
or nationality. To assist such persons as 
the association may nominate to municipal 
positions, in their election, and thereby do 
away with the necessity of candidates mak- 
ing a personal canvas, which keeps many 
business men from taking part in the ad- 
ministration of the affiirs of the town. To 
be a permanent debating society to discuss 
questions of the day regarding the town as 
they arise. The membership roll was then 
signed to the namber of about 50 names. 
A ballot was then taken todecide the choiee 
of the association for mayor, which resulted 
in favor of J. A. McDongall, by a large 
majority. A list of twenty names was sub- 
mitted for nomination as councillors, from 
which the following selection was made by 
ballot. W.T. Henry, J. H.Gariepy, C. 
Gellagher, Thos. Hourston, F. KE. Jackson 
and K. A. MeLeod. The members are 
pledged to use their exertions to secure the 
election of these men, and nearly all have 
consented to stand. The platform of the 
association is economy in running expenses 
aad a combined bridge.

FROM THE MOUNTAINS. 


Messrs. A. U. Hall and F. C. Williamson, 
tourists, returned from atwo and a half 
months’ trip to the Rockies yesterday eve- 
ning, accompanied by F. A. Hardisty. 
The party lefts Edmonton on Sept. 18th and 
lake St. Ann on Sept. 26th. Pierre Grey 
acted as guide and manager of transport. 
Their intertion was to cross the Athabasca 
at the Cache Picotte and take the trail to 
Smoky river, which branches there; but 
could not cross the Athabasca. They then 
went on to Jasper house and forded the 
Athabasca there. Thence up Stony Indian 
river expecting to find sheep at Strawberry 
creek, but Indians had cleared the sheep 
out. They went on to the Great Salt 
Springs, 40 miles north of Jasper House. 
Thence to Wolf prairie, leaving Stony 
Indian creek. The party killed three fine 
Therce 
they crossed the range by _ the 
Eagie Nest pass to the head of 
Baptiste river, where they remained durin 
the whole of October and had splerdi 
sport, killing eleven sheep. The weather 
was excellent. Left head of Baptiste river 
on Oct. 29th snd went down the river 
hunting cariboo, but the Indians had been 
before them again. They then crossed 
over to Pierre’s lake, where they were when 
the cold weather and snow set in, about 
Nov. 5th. They went ona deer hunt, but 
were vnsuecessful. The Indian woman 
spoken of by J. Alden Loring as supporting 
herself and family by snaring game, was at 
Pierre’s lake with her relatives. Tke 
outlook for the Indians was gloomy 
as they -had no winter provisions 
in stock. The party crossed the Atha- 
basea at the Cache Picctte on the ice 
on Noy. 14th, much earlier than the river 
was ever before known to have been frozen. 
On the 15th and 16th the thermometer was 
63 and 64 below zero. They reach- 
ed Lake St. Ann in twelve days from 
the Cache Picotte. The thermometer re- 
gistered on the 17th 55 below, 18th 45, 19th 
65, 20th 45, 2ist 59, 22nd 38, 23rd 43. 
Srow was two anda half feet deep in the 
valley of the Athabasca at the Jasper 
House, something never before known. At 
White Mud Iske the party met Murdoch 
Sutherland, who had gone out with Jas. 
Norris and Winters. He had left his goods 
at Cache Creek, and gone on to the White 
Mud for flat sleighs. On the way he had 
frozen his heels, the weather being 59 below. 
Mr. Shipley was with him. Winters and 
Norris had both returned. Snow was 
about the same depth all the way down, 
and Shipley had lost some horses. The 
horses of the tourist party got back im 
good condition. Messrs. Hall and William- 
son return to the old country by way of 
San Francisco.
